Capitol Hill 
faces pressure 
over sex abuse 


Sexual abuse allegations continued to roil U.S. politics on 
Sunday, with Democrat Rep. John Conyers Jr. stepping 
down from a powerful House post and President Donald 
Trump again voicing support for Republican Alabama Sen- 
ate candidate Roy Moore. Congressional leaders are under 
mounting pressure to respond swiftly to sexual misconduct 
allegations following an outcry from female lawmakers 
who believe their male colleagues are being treated more 
gently than offenders in the private sector. 


Latest allegations: Conyers announced he was stepping 
down as ranking member of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee while he faces an ethics investigation into allega- 
tions he sexually harassed female staffers. Conyers, 88, has 
denied the allegations. 


Backlash: “If you look, the media and corporate America 
has been firing people,” Rep. Barbara Comstock, R-Va., said 
Sunday on ABC’s “This Week,” noting the swift dismissal 
by CBS and PBS of Charlie Rose after harassment allega- 
tions. “We have to have the same kind of standards.”

WINTER WORRIES

Shifting currents, storms during cold months 
can leave the creatures stranded on beaches

Winter is a magical time on the Ore- 
gon coast. Tendrils of fog lace through 
the peaks of the coastal mountains and 
giant waves spray salty mist as they 
crash against the rocky and rugged 
shore. 

For all its natural beauty, though, 
the cold months along the coastline of 
the Pacific Northwest can be a danger- 
ous place for sea turtles. 

Oceanic testudines prefer warm 
water, but shifting currents and storms, 
common in the winter months, can 
push them north, out of their comfort 
zones and into the cold waters off the

Oregon coast. As their internal temperature 
drops, they lose the ability to swim and eat. 

Two of the most common turtles that 
wind up in trouble along the Oregon coast, 
Pacific green sea turtles and olive ridley sea 
turtles, are protected by the Endangered 
Species Act. 

Turtles who find themselves in such a pre- 
dicament can end up stranded on beaches. 
The outlook for these wayward and helpless 
creatures is often bleak. 

But it needn’t be so, said Jim Burke, direc- 
tor of Animal Husbandry at the Oregon 
Coast Aquarium.
